Tburaday. Are you ready for It? Tb* 
scheme was batched by a ootclave of 
disgruntled polltlelans. “It was coa- 
•slved In alo and born la Iniquity.*' 
Ara the cltlsens of this community will* 
log to coo tho honored aod historic 
uamo of dear old Bloomfield effaced 
from tbs map of New Jersey? Are we 
to sell our birthright for '•# mess of 
pottage?" It la oialmed by those who 
favor the measure that w« shall go to 
A tatter governed plm-*. Is Nr walk 
tatter governed or more moral tbsu 
Bloomfield? Listen to what Joehua Brl- 
•rly, a well known business man of that 
olty and a member of tbe Board of 
Health there, has lo say oo this subject; 

" 1 thlbk our Board of Works la s 
disgrace aod so Insult to decency sod 
good goveruoient There s fins to be 
some power behind tbe throne who owns 
the boaid body aod soul. If the pres¬ 
ent Board of Works will uot help tbe 
clllseos lo wbat la right, let us see to 
It that we get some new men there, «« 
ws eauoot let tblogs slay as they ate— 
We must bavs some tall, r men." 

What do you think of the above, ye 
howlers after tatter govemtneut? Could 
soy thing be were explicit ? Does It uot 
show that there Is s totleo government 
lu the city Into wblub some of our resi¬ 
dents wou.d plunge us? How much 
belter off would we be lo such ao 111- 
guveroed place? “Bead, toaik, sod In¬ 
wardly digest," before you take a leap 
loto tbe dark. 

I would also Ilka to call the especial 
atteotloo of Ibe eouexaltontsta to a 
sermon delivered by Uev. lleory U. 
Boss lo tb*£burcb of the Redeemer lo 
Newark last fall. Here la wbat be asld: 

“Ditty politics ara politics that throw 
dirt at cleao men; politics that are 
working (or their owu pocket# all tbs 
lime; polities that ruo tba errands for 
tba unscrupulous corporation#; politic# 
that obey the eommaivda of the eooecl- 
encelesa bosses. Much pMtttcs are peri¬ 
lous to s nation. They are eaoocrous. 
Ones let their pole o enter deeply into 
the body politic sad It will decay, ago¬ 
nise, aod die. 

“ 1 tell you, fellow-'jltlz-oe, you cau- 
oot have dirty politics and a satisfactory 
city at one aod tba mim time. Wo at 
la tha remedy? Flret, a new elvlo de¬ 
sire. We must wake up here lu Newark 
aod demand good government. Good 
government empties the jalle, tbe hos¬ 
pitals, the asylums, the courts. It 
lowara the tax rate. I. makes bualoesa 
better It invitee to Its city a higher 
grade of clllsooa. 

oaonot abut up a dive sod beep It shut; 
It saooot close out tbeee shameless 
coooer lulls; It oaonot even w. ad out 
the debauching peouy-lu-lba-olol ms 
chinas. 

"But worst of all, dlrly politics make 

J debauching city. Vice la small pox'o. 

t catches. Tha daughters of our best 
homes are not safe, the sons of abr 
moat faaLlooabls streets are lo danger; 
tha heeds of our moat respected bouses 
are 1 a pern." 

Fellow-olllxens of Bloomfield, are you 
ptnlog to go to sucb a “delectable'' place ? 
I uow not. If tbe above extracts will 
not convince our people of tbe eoormoue 
risks ws are taking lo tbs attempt at 
annexation, wbat will? Remember, that 
If once annexed the thing caooot be 
undone. Tbe people In general revolt 
at tbs Idea. Shall we blot out forever 
our charlehed name? Shades of our 
fathers, save us from such a disgrace 1 
Tha peopla stand aghast with bated 
breatb to hear of the result of next 
Thursday.

Bloomfield will fare very well 
either In or out of Newark. Let all woo 
may oberteb tbe sentiment lo regard \o 
bla own vote, think of tbs booeet Hiber¬ 
nian, wbo, when asked U one man waa 
not as good as another, answered:"Tee, 
aod a great deal better."
